The  second  year  came  with  the  clanging  of  school  bells  and  as  Sophomores, 
they  felt  their  im])oi-tance  in  the  halls  of  F.  H.  S.  They  were  upjier  classmen 
now!  They  determined  to  leave  their  second  year  having  rendered  F.  H.  S. 
some  service.  To  assist  in  tlie  work  tliey  had  begun,  they  cliose  Douglas  Craven 
again  for  president,  with  ]\Iildred  Kelly,  Ruth  Ashworth,  and  Tommy  Hodges 
to  help  him.

This  game  proved  to  be  of  great  interest  since  both  captains  hail  from  Fayetteville 
and  many  Fayetteville  girls  were  on  the  teams.
